Work at Peace River 

At the company's welb’at Peace 
River town drilling operations are in 
progress, & depth of a thousand feet! 
having been reached !n the process of | 
enlarging the bore from eix to eight} 
inches, A very complete camp has 
been brought into existence there, in- 
cluding bunk houses, dining hall, 
warehouse, machine shop and black- 
smith shop. A private waterworks 
system has been installed for the ourp- | 
ply of the camp, drawing water from 
a Spring. The machine shop ts de- 
signed as one of the most complete 
in Western Canada, and will be equip- 
ped to do all sorts of general work as 
Well as that required by the company.

of the case, however. Commissioner Kin- 
ney authorized any exnenditure necessary 
to make the patlent comfortable, Snectal 
appliance had been ordered from Winnt- 
peg and Vanconver, and Mr, Orr was 
moved to n private ward.

Not only had McArthur not drawn a §1 
in salary or otherwise out of the com- 


pany, but he had put 600,000, of 
Personal funds and eecurity into the

going, The net result of 1919 


operation was @ loss of $458,000, with a 
Fevenue of §1,117,300.70, The point was 
reached where the company could go no 
further and yet there had been no federal 
Assistance excepting on the Grande Prairie 
Section, which was built largely ht the so- 
Ucitation of the Dominion Goyrnoment. 
Udges Prompt Action 

Although making no definite request, 
Mr. Phippen urged that the commission 
take prompt action in the matter and sug- 
wested that the company should be given 
an advance of 60 per cent. on freight rates 
and one cent a mile on passenger charges, 
the total then béing 6 cents a mile firet 
class fare from Edmonton and return. 

On the witness stand, W. R. Smith es- 
timated that.there were 10,000,000 acres 
of arable, opef land within reach of the 
rallways now in the north. A great deal 
more was partly and densely wooded, the 
Soll being the best in Canada, Commer- 
Cial timber within reach of the lines would 
{pproximate two billion feet of lumber. It 
Was estimated that 35,000 people now live 
north of the Athabasca River, Mr. Smith 
went on to explain what pressure had 
been brought to bear both by Grande 
Prairie residents and the Dominion gov- 
ernment to have steel laid’ south of Spirit 
River in 1915. The war halted develop- 
ment in the north and population was ac- 
tually depleted for a time with over 1,500 
men enlisting, He reaffirmed what Mr. 
Phippen bad said as to the loss of Mr. 
McArthur in the venture and claimed that 
the McArthur construction never “made 
a cent” out of the building of the roads. 
He conceded that the rolling equipment 
was wholly inadequate but said all pos- 
sible had been obtained from the three 
inain railway systems at Edmonton. 

Difficult to Handle Business 

To Mr. Ford the general manager ad- 
mitted that the company had found it dif- 
ficult to handle all the business offered, 
but would not agree that the line had 
been very inefficiently built. He would 
Not attempt to attribute the ratio of high 
cost of operation involved in overtime and 
wrecks due to the bad state of the road- 
bed. He said that in epite of high op- 
eration charges in 1919 only $500 on an 
average had been spent per mile for main- 
tenance of track. He estimated that half 
a million bushels of grain remain in the 
north from the 1919 crop. 

Mr, Collins asserted that the figures 
given by the officials for car ehipments 
from Chisholm were only 86 whereas his 
company had sent out 170 cars during 
1919, a large number of these being dl- 
verted to the C.N.R. at Morinville, The 
accountant sald the records only gave the 
receipts at Edmonton and Chairman Mc- 
Lean ordered that full data relative to 
these diversions at Morinville to the C, 
N.R. be given. 

Mr. McDonald after giving comparisons 
of food and staple prices {n° 1887 as com- 
pared with 1920 showed that C.P.R. train 
mile operation costs ‘in 1886 were $1.12 as 
compared with 83.12 for the B.D. & B.C, in 
1919. Passenger rates on the C. and RH, up 
to the year 1907 were four cents per mile 
the same as at present if effect on the 
E.D. & B.C. 

Says Roadbed Deplorable 

Mr. Collings clalmed that the McArthur 
rond had exceptionally easy building as 
far ons McLennan, compared with other 
prairie railways. The provincial govern- 
ment had given na guarantee of $20,000 a 
mile and yet none of the system was nde- 
quately drained or ballasted. The sys- 
tem had been granted a mountain tariff 
in 1914 as a relief mensure only on the 
ground that most freight was being taken 
{n and very little came back. The reverse 
had been the case. The loss in operation 
had been colossal in the last five years 
due almost entirely to the Weplorable 
state of the roadbed. Why bad McArthur 
gone into the venture if he had not suffl- 
clent capital? It was not fair to the 
north to expect them to carry him through 
by rates far in excess of mountain tariff 
on a prairie line. He matintained that 
the system could not pay under the pres- 
ent management and conditions and that 
{c would only be successful under “senior” 
road ownership by reason of its “two- 
way” character, “The board cannot grant 
rates high enough to make the road pay 
at present,” declared Mr. Collins, He 
maintained that the population of the 
north would have been doubled if the 
road had given adequate service. At any 
rate the company could do little toward 
placing the Iine in shape before next 
apring even {if the rates asked for were 
authorized. The people of the north simp- 
lycould not compete with other sections 
of the prairie west if the rates were al- 
lowed, " 

Increase Nearly 65 Per Cent. 

Every bushel of wheat brought out 
would have to pay a rate of 7 cents a 
bushel more than at present; oats 4 cents 
more; cattle $40 a car more and all other 
things in proportion, was the charge of 
Wm. Lawlor,, who followed Mr. Collins, 
He contended that the increase asked 
meant about 65 per cent. in all. The 
average cost to northern wheat shippers 
was 47 cents a bushel to Fort William, 
where it was only 80 cents on an average 
for the rest of Alberta. Mr. Lawlor was 
prepared to give more detailed information 
relative to the condition of the railway 
but Chalrman McLean intimated that the 
hoard was already jn possession orf suf-

One of the dead, Charles Dennehy; 
was. fatally injured in jumping into 
a het from the window of hie apart- 
ment on the fifth floor, dying later in 
fae hospital, while four bodies had 
been recovered from the ruing up to 
an early hour Monday morning, 

None of taese had been identified, 
because of their charred condition, 
and as many of the survivors, who 
were clad only in their night clothes, 
scattered as soon as they escaped 
from the building, it was fmpossible 
Sunday night to oieck up the lst of 
tenants, and exactly ascertain who 
were missing. Warly Monday morn- 
ing, however, it is thought the death 
list would be five men and one 
woman. In addition, three women 
and two men had been admitted to 
the St. Paul's hospital, and one of the 
women 4g so severely injured Phat it 
is feared she may not recover. 

The janitor, §. A. Spencer, 
believed to be among the deed, 

The fire, which started about 10.45, 
apparently originated in the boiler 
room from the furnace, but so quickly 
did it spread that this cannot be posil- 
tively stated. It jumped quickly 
from floor to floor until the f.imes 
were breaking forth from numerous 
windows and the roof. 

U Janitor Alarmed Tenants 

8. A. Spencer, the janitor, ran from 
floor to floor alarming the tenants, 
while tie fire. department were rush- 
ing to the scene. The startled in- 
mates rushed into the ‘allways, but 
many found their escape out off by 
the flames that roared up the elevator 
and alrshafts. Dozens of these were 
clad only in their night clot‘ies, and 
many were partly overcome by the 
dense smoke, 

It was shortly after the alarm that 
Charles Dennehy jumped from the 
ffth floor into the life net, which was 
insufficiently manned by volunteers. 
Crashing down fie dragged the side of 
the net from thoee ‘nolding it and 
struck the cement sidewalk, sustain- 
ing fatal injuries. He was rushed to 
St. Paul's hospital, where he died a 
few minutes later. 

A man, unidentified, jumped or fell 
from the fire escape on the Pendere!! 
street side and broke both legs and 
sustained other injuries. It is not 
expected that he will gurvive hig in- 
juries.

OW IN THE WEST 
Toronto Globe: 

The Calgary board of trade has 
petitioned the dominfon government 
to throw open the Alberta forest re- 
Serves under lease for prospecting for 
oil, subject to conditions safeguarding 


the territory from fire and the des- 
truction of timber, This action evi- 
dently finds general support 


throughout the western province, 
where oil enters more generally into 
the operation of industry than in the 


east, {in which harnessed water 
powers and yielding coal deposits 
carry so large a share of motive 


power. 

The petition is entitled to the ser- 
ious attention’ of the department of 
the interior. The prairie provinces 
are—and, in fact, the waole of Can- 


ada is—faced by a shortage of oil. 
Consumption has increased tremen- 
dously. The vast wheat and farm 


lands now are tilled by tractors oper- 
ated by gasoline and kerosene, and 
the success of this year's harvesting 
operations depends jargely upon these 
products. In scores of otfier useful 
and necessary activities the motive 
power ts supplied through petroleum, 
approximately ninety-eight per cent. 
of waich is imported. 

Recent action by the federal trade 


commission of the United States 
creates anxiety. Some days ago-—on 
June 1—this commission made a re- 
port to congress on its Investigation 
Into the petroleum resources of the 
neighboring republic and the mea 


sures to be taken to provide against 
a famine jn petroleum products re- 
sulting from vastly increased use in 
agricultural and industrial pursuits. 
The second recommendation of tie 
report is as follows: “We suggest that 
the congress cousider whether the 
situation does not indicate the advis- 
lability of its consideration of restric- 
{tlon upon the exportation of domestic 
crude ofl and its products.” 

The oil situation in Canada fs be- 
coming nearly as serious as the coal 
situation, It would seem to be good 
| policy {in the public interest to open 
al] potential oil areas to prospecting 
under proper restrictions. The forest 
reserves of Western Alberta, which 
| were establisied in 1914 and 60 with- 
drawn from exploration for mineral 
products, cover an area which geolo- 
gists regurd as potential for the dis- 
jcovery of oil fields The promising 
}area extends east and west from the 
| broken structures of tae outer foot- 
j hills to the British Columbia boun- 
dary, and north and south from the 
!nternational boundary to the 654th 
; paraliol, Tie discovery of crude 
| petroleum in productive quantities in 
{this territory would furnish the most 
| valuable asset which,’under prevailing 
conditions; could be added to this 
country’s balance sheet, and accom- 
}/plish much to relleve existing anxlety 
;concerning the falling supply of the 
commodity.

finister of Education Gives Able 
Address to Men's Brother- | 
hood at Open Meeting |

The open meeting at the Highlands 
Brotherhood Sunday afternoon was a 
fitting close to an interesting series of 
meetings during tie past winter and 
spring. Three special features marked 
the occasion—A atriking aad forceful 
Speech, keenly enjoyed throughout by 
all present, from the Hon. G, P. 


Smith; excgptjonally fine wonn ren- 
derings o belik’s “Zdenko Fibich 
Poem,” a&): ‘Rubini's ‘‘Cadenza_ to 


Serenade F J’rdia,” by Mrs, Victor 
Rayment, a recent arrival inthe city; 
and the splendid baritone solo, “Lead 
Kindly Light,” by Capt. W. H, Ed- 
wards (gold medalist, Alberta Musical 
Festival). The latter's magnificent 
voice was at its best; and the skilled 
and beautiful contributions by Mrs, 
Victor Rayment, a licentiate of Trin- 
ity college, London, mark her as a 
real acquisition to the city’s musical 
talent. 

Citizenship and Nation Building 

Basing his address upon the com- 
bined topics of Citizenship and Na- 
tion Building, Mr. Smith stated tnat 
true citizenship depended upon three 
“agencies—the ‘training from home, 
church aid echool, Of these tiree, 
the home and church are necessarily 
institutions based upon principles of 
individual nigats and Uberties, not 
conneoted with the state in any form 
of compulsion. Home training and | 
influence are not the power they were, | 
not the power they should be. Many | 
claim, too, that the chruch is shel he 9 
it increasingly difficult to reach the 
masses of our young people. He cited | 
such facts and claims not wita the | 
purpose of elther agreement or denial, 


but to point to the present-day posi- 
tion that in place of the lessened in- 
fluence in those two directions in the 
production of worthy citizens of our 
worthy country, the tendency seemed 
to be to call upon the third agency— 
that of the scaool—to provide not 
only its own share, but to make up 
for all the real and supposed defioien- 
cies of the other two. In short, t 

a state institution, by compulso 
laws and regulations, siould produce 
model Canadian citizens, 

As he would Jater endeavor to show 
by the activities of his own provincial 
department, he dia not in tae least 
desire to suggest that such citizenship 
and character-building was not a re- 
sponsibility of the state, but rather 
that no other power or institution can 
possibly take tae place of the home 
and church in implanting in tae char- 
acter of the young, and therefore, of 
all those principles that make for 
sterling manhood, womanhood and 
citizenship. The development of 
heart and conscience can never be 
secured by state regulations, neither 
demanded that aj} 
state-controlled and campulsory inst!- 
tution gsuca as the school, provided 
and supported as it is by citizens of 
al) shades of religious opinion, be 
made the means of compelling certain 
forms of religious dogmas or obser- 
yances, No more etriking instance of 
the difficulties attending such a pro- 
posal can be cited, he sald, than the 
remarkable conference at Winnipeg 
last fall, called to consider the ques- 
tion of the means of developing true 
Canadian citizenship. That conference 
was deliberately composed, not of 
educational legislators, but of a great 
gatuering of delegates from the whole 
dominion, free of all political bias 
and keenly eager to arrive at any 
possible solution of the problem. Yet 
that crowded assembly, after long de- 
bate, was unable to reach agreement 
upon the question raised of a religious 


basis in the mation’s school for such 
training. 
Much Can Be Done 
Despite, however, all these facta, 
there is much, said Mr, Smith, that 


can be done and is permitted to be 
done in powerful, even touga not 
demonstrative acknowledgment of the 
divine {n our. school training, and he 
was taking ateps to more definitely 
acquaint school boards and teachers 
renerally of the extent of permissive 
action so far as simple non-sectarian 
opening exercises and certain privi- 
Jeges of those desiring set religious 
tuition after school hours was con- 
cerned. He was not unmindful of the 
fact that In this, as fn all teaching, 
tae fituman factor of the teacher is 
paramount in the successful issue 
from all such training. No amount of 
religious or moral training could ever 
compensate for the detrimental in- 
fluence on the child of a _ teacher
